MOTOHItOATS ON YELLOWSTONE 

A Icrm we hear quite oltcn nowadays is 
"multiple use" In relerence to our public 
domain. It has been mentioned frequently 
by llie lorest service In recent arguments 
over the possibility oi establishing a nation- 
al park In the Stanley Basin country. 

"Multiple use" dams Imply dUferent pur- 
poses, such as the generation 6i power, ir- 
rigation, recreation and flood control. 

"Multiple use" forest lands suggest even 
more general utilization— lumbering, graz- 
ing, mining, big game hunting, fishing, and 
trailer camps. 

One of the biggest controversies now be- 
ing waged over the multiple -use principle 
is llie national park service's plan to pro- 
hibit motor boats on the three southern 
arms of Ycllowstdno loke. ■ 

The Outboard Motor Club of America 
with headquarter) In Chicago and chapters 
at practically evefy boating location across 
the nation Is unalterably opposed to ^ny 
siich action. 

"We are uncompromising," the club warns. 
. "We'll protest this -action to the high 

■ heavena," 

The club membership contends any such 
action would violate the purpose of estab- 
lishing national parks In the first place — 
to give everyone an equal opportunity to 
enjoy -such sanctuary. 

Thosa In favor of the proposed motorboat 
ban on parta of Yellowstone lake, including 
the Sierra club, point out that congress es- 
■ tabJlshed Yellowstone park in 1872 "for the 
use and enjoyment of this and future gen- 
erations" and also "to preserve for all time 
from ffnnton destruction the natural curi- 
osities or wonders and fish and game." 

Tlia Sierra club points out that the tre- 
ntendqus increase of traffic through the 
park— from a few annually to nearly 1 Vz 
million — has added greatly to the park serv- 
ice's responsibility to provide Iqr both use 
and preservation. 

One type of use which has grown greatly 
In the last decade Is that of motorboals on 
Yellowstone lake. The n,uml)er has Increased 
from l.lBB-boats tn^BM to nearly 5,000 In 
1059. ■ . • 

BloloflsM of the national Dark service 
have Warned that this motorboat Invasion 
not only Is Incompatible .with the wilder- 
ness but has a serious effect on wildlife. 
The Molly Islands, In the southeast arm, 
provide the only utilized nesting territory 
on Yellowstone lake for four species ot 
oceanic birds — the white pelican, the Cali- 
fornia grull, the double-crested cormorant, 
and the Caspian tern. 

According to these fitMogists, cormorants 
and ferns ore most sensitive to any type ot 
disturbance while nesting. Cormorants tly 
off when boats arc still 100 yards offshore. 
This abandonment of the nest and young 
by the adult bird leaves them open to pre-- 
datlon by guUs as well as to the effects' of 
weather, and the wake of passing' motor- 
boats, 

Genirally speaking, those favoring the 
ban on motorboats contend that such craft 
are all right in their place. But they sliould 
. not be permitted to monopolise a national 
_ park lake— destroying wildlife and wilder- 
nesi, 

They add weight to their contention by 
pointing out that the proposed action would 
provide something like 20 per cent ot the 
lake for wilderness and canoeing, with the 
remolnlng'BO per cent devoted to expanded 
develc^ments for motorboat activities.

How can any motorboat enthusiast have 
any valid objections to any such reasonable

Good sportsmanship should welcome such 
a compromise.
